BAN FRAOCISCO via PANAM A. 



Tlie question as to vvliether or not foreign 
' ' vessels oao engage in the carrying trado b)*- 
Now York and San Francisco, via the istb- 

mns of Panumn, hus bcon freqasntly tlia 
subject ol discnsaion among the cunini'-rcial 
public bolli in Kuropo untl ihe Uiiiteil Stutes. 
Tlioiigli oltcn oxtingnishod throiigli tlio iiiier- 
pretnlion given by the Americans of llieir 
coasting laws, the interruptiona caused 
and threatened since tho commsncemeut of 
the present war by Confederate privateers, 
of the trade between the east and west, have 
ac;aiD brought tho matter before the public. 
The tran.slcr of tho American commercial 
marine, which has lakon piacu to so fjrciil an 
cstoiit in regani lo what is really lureisn 
trade, is now mooted in respect lo the quasi 
eoastio^. trade between ilio eastern ports and 
San Francisco. Those who advocate throw 
ing open this route lo foreign sliipping, in- 
stance Ihe abuses tliat have characterized the 
Vaiidorhilt lino : Iho cost of freight, the dan- 
ger of capture, and coiisc(iuent hi;»li rates o( 
insurance, the benelii the public would derive 
from competition, and the absurdity of en- 
deavoring to extend the coasting laws to 
^ranait through a foreign country. The op- 
ponents of foreign shipping, however, see 
plainly that it would be impossible for 
America to compote with England for in- 
stance, in .•itoaui navigation between San Fran- 
cisco niid the eastern ports, and that of course 
their steam murine would bo soon driven out 
. of that trade, as it already bhS.,beaD,the case 
in other parts of the globe. Tbey tlierefore 
will not allow any other ihtarprotation of 
tho navigation laws of the United States than 
that wliich makes the transit over tlie 
isthmus part of the voyage fniiii Xi w York 
or any other Ameriean Atlantic port to .'^nij 
Fraaciscp. Tho^'.e who arc for throwing upc-n 
ihe trade quote Secretary Chase's letter lo the 
HoD.T. Q. Phelps, in which be says — 'The 
. .-various Aotf of Congress' "rofatiiig *fd the 
coasting trade are ailent in respect to the 
transportation of merohandizo by a roiito so 
peculiar as that from New York to Sin Fran- 
cisco across the isthriui§ ; but 1 am clear that 
vessels engaged in carrying merchandise from 
Njw York to Aspinwallf 'or'anj; other port in 
-'foreign territory, and there ^Suloading, cannot 
be regardecl as _,eiiga]jed'{'in/'p^^^^ 
within the meaning" oT th'e'Iaw." Of course 
the same principle will apply as to tho trade 
balwcoii San Francisco acd Panama, or ports 
in Nicaragua." Upon the strength of this 
letter itnppoars that an attempt is now being 
made to establish an Anglo-American line 
of steamships connecting Saa Francisco 
with New York via Panama. The San 
Francisco Alia, in common with some of the 
Eastern journalt endeavors to dissuade peo- 
ple from embarking in the enterprise as it if, 
considered that the project cannot be carried 
out so as 10 evade the navigation laws a.-^ 
bitlierto interpreted. They say that if goods 
are cleared from New York for tho Isthmus, 
they will become, on being landed ot the 
latter place, foreign goodsi' aiid of course re- 
ceived at San Francisco, upon less favorable 
terms than acknowledged American produc- 
tions. This, it seems lo us, would be stretch, 
ing the thing a little too far. It is quite 
plain that there is no greater change of char- 
acter in putting goods in bond at the Isthmus 
and reshipping them to an American port. 

c--;,thaD there is in sending New York merchan- 
dise or productions, through Canada, on the 
Great Western and Grand Trunk Railways. 
In the latter case American goods do not 
become foreign by passing through British 
territory without breaking bulk, neithei 
nhould they in passing under llie like con- 
ditions through New Grenada. However, 
every effort will bo made to make tho ooast- 

, J ^ipg'Ond reyepue laws, read ^ a8)to keep out 
BriiiBhshippiiig. Wiialever may be Secretary 
Chase's opinion, both the Californian and 
New Y'ork press will bo opposed to innova- 
tion. The Now York Times comes out nn 
the subject in tho following terms, which will 
serve pretty well to indicate the prevailing
